TEN YEARS AFTER the towers fell, 
their long shadows continue to fall 
over Hollywood. Even as Sept. 11, 2001, 
changed us, it also changed the charac- 
ters who populate the movies and 
television shows we watch. 

To say that we were caught by 
surprise would be a gross under- 
statement. Operation Desert Storm 
and the bombing of the USS Cole 
were previews ofa sort, but the 
attacks on 9/11 shattered, finally and 
forever, our comforting illusion that 
Fortress America was invincible. 
The question so many of us asked 
ourselves back then—“Why do they 
hate us?”—is a reminder of just how 
naive we were. Few of us truly under- 
stood that 9/11 was not the beginning 
of The Story; it merely heralded 
America’s involvement in a longer, 
more complicated narrative. And 
even though the end of The Story 
remains elusive, Hollywood's creative 
community continues to grapple with 
the challenge of telling it.

None of us can 
even begin to under- 
stand 9/11 without 
placing it in a broader 
geopolitical context. 
Some basic knowl- 
edge of historical 
events dating years, 
decades, and some- 
times centuries 
before that tragic day 
is also a prerequisite. 
Munich, Charlie Wil- 
son’s War, and Kingdom of Heaven are 
only a few examples of Hollywood's 
attempt to dramatize some of the earlier 
chapters in The Story that led up to 9/11. 
Like all prequels, these movies have the 
clarity of hindsight, and the looming 
awareness of what would happen on 
September 11 makes them, by turns, 
ironic and tragic. 

Since 9/11, The Story has taken 
turns not even the most prophetic 
filmmaker could have imagined. 
Consider all that has happened. With 
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the rubble of the Twin Towers not yet 
cleared, our country went to war, first 
in Afghanistan, then in Iraq. These 
conflicts became battlefields in the 
more nebulous “War on Terror,” which 
gave rise to Abu Ghraib and Guanta- 
namo, to laws expanding surveillance 
of our citizens, and to the Blackwater 
phenomenon of privatized warfare. As 
much as they may have defended our 
national security, these responses to 
9/11 also threw into question whether

ground that most of us had taken for 
granted. Complicating The Story even 
more have been the death of Osama 
bin Laden and the “Arab Spring,” 
which has given rise to violent revolu- 
tions throughout the Middle East and 
North Africa.

Weeks of record- 
busting rains have brought a 
vaporous sizzle and a linger- 
ing stench of yuack—this used 
to be a cow pasture, after 
all—to the air on the set of 
Fox’s new fall series Terra 
Nova. If you shut your eyes 
and just listen, it’s not hard to 
imagine yourself transported 
back 85 million years, to the 
primordial world. ® Not far 
from Alana sits director Alex 
Graves, and he’s asking her to 
do just that. In his patient, 
avuncular voice, he tells her 
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to grab a leafy branch from the ground, 
look up again, and extend her arm, as if 
proffering the twig to a hungry brachio- 
saur. “He’s got some biiiig cheeks! Now 
jump and let it go! Nom, nom, nom!” The 
creature pops into view, and the crew 
members surrounding Graves erupt in 
giggles. This dino is actually a small 
orange stick with the cutout of a dino- 
saur’s head taped on the end. Rocking 
horses have more attitude. Somewhere 
along the line, dozens of F/X wizards 
will turn that sad little stick into a gigan- 
tic, giraffe-necked brachiosaur. And if 
Fox and a guy named Steven Spielberg 
have anything to say about it, you’ll be 
just as awed as Alana was pretending to 
be when you see the finished product, 
one of the eye-popping CGI creatures 
featured in Terra Nova. Sci-fi adventure, 
time-travel series, family drama...what- 
ever name you choose to give it—and 
the members of the creative team who 
spoke to EW on the set used them all— 
everyone agrees on one thing: Terra Nova 
is the biggest, most expensive, 
riskiest new series this fall. 
“There’s no model to copy and 
no one to tell us, ‘Hey, here’s 
how we did it on our show,” 
says executive producer Jon

TERRA NOVA OPENS IN 
2149 amid a Chicago land- 
scape blighted by pollution 
and the destructive effects of global 
warming. Residents must wear masks 
to breathe, and the sight of an orange 
can set a family like the Shannons— 
Jim and Elisabeth (Life on Mars’ Jason 
O’Mara and British actress Shelley 
Conn) and their children, Josh (Landon 
Liboiron), Maddy (Naomi Scott), and 
Zoe (Mansour)—alight with glee. Things 
are bleak. But the recent discovery of a 
fracture in time has prompted a series 
of “Pilgrimages” filled with brave (or 
perhaps foolhardy) folk who embark on 
a one-way trip to Terra Nova, a settle- 
ment on prehistoric, Cretaceous-period 
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Earth where they can literally start 
fresh. Desperate, the Shannons decide 
to go. Jim, a former police officer, hasn’t 
seen his brood in two years, since he was 
jailed when population-control officers 
learned about his third child, a no-no in 
dystopian Chicago. (“A Family Is Four!” 
trumpet the government’s population- 
control propaganda billboards.) 

Along with their fellow travelers—the 
so-called 10th Pilgrimage—the Shan- 
nons come under the cagey leadership of 
Commander Nathaniel Taylor (played 
by grizzled Avatar baddie Stephen Lang, 
who was handpicked by Spielberg), the 


Sixers keep attacking the set- 
tlers for unknown reasons. 
“They have an agenda,” hints 
showrunner René Echevarria 
(Medium). “They have a different vision 
of what Terra Nova can do for them.” 
And then there are those pesky dino- 
saurs, which hover just outside the 
camp’s not-quite-impenetrable barrier 
fence. “If the Shannons can survive,” 
says exec producer Brannon Braga, 
“maybe humanity has a chance by 
extension. That notion mirrors what the 
whole show is about, which is second 
chances. Humanity has been given a 
second chance to do things right.” 

You could say the same for the show. 
Spielberg’s imprimatur alone meant 
Terra Nova would have a spotlight on it 
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Lang on set

and Liboiron \ 
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from day one. At press 
time, Spielberg had yet 
to visit the set, but by all 
accounts, he’s been closely involved 
(giving notes on scripts, vetting the F/X) 
ever since he attached his name to the 
production last year at the behest of Fox 
chair Peter Rice. Plus, there was that 
confident 13-episode order from Fox, 
which only made the whole thing look 
like even more of a gamble. So it wasn’t 
surprising that fanboys and reporters 
alike obsessively charted every behind- 
the-scenes development once Terra Nova 
was announced in May 2010. They whis- 
pered about the budget (nobody’s talking, 
though it’s been reported at a costly but 
not exorbitant $4 million per episode). 
They wondered what the departure of 
original exec producer David Fury would 
mean. (Says Braga, “It just wasn’t jelling. 
It’s nobody’s fault.” Echevarria came 
aboard a couple of months later.) Some 
unexpected delays seemed to signal 
trouble—Terra Nova was originally slated 
to bow in January, but it soon became 
clear that it wouldn’t be ready. So Fox 


r 


instead opted for a May sneak preview, a 
tactic that worked for Glee, and moved the 
series launch to fall 2011. When EW spoke 
to Graves on the set last December, he 
admitted that everyone was “terrified— 
they want this to be good.” 

A little terror is not uncommon on the 
set of a big production; harnessed prop- 
erly, it sparks new ideas and makes for 
a stronger final product. Terra Nova, 
though, was so gargantuan that when 
producers sat down to ready the two- 
hour pilot for its May bow, the disruption 
caused by those record rains suddenly 
seemed minor. They actually didn’t have 
enough footage to fill the darn thing, 
and the show’s extensive and complex 
visuals—F/X supervisor Kevin Blank 
calls it “Avatar for television”—were far 
from complete. In hindsight, says Braga, 
“it was a tall order and somewhat of 
an impossible dream to think you could 
go to Australia and get exactly what 
you needed for a two-hour pilot of this 


magnitude.” Fox Entertainment presi- 
dent Kevin Reilly is blunter: “You don’t 
want to put on something that’s not 
ready. Then the social networks will talk 
about what crap it is all summer.” 

Noting Terra Nova’s “groundbreak- 
ing” special effects and “massive scope,” 
Fox announced in March that the series 
would debut in the fall with no May pre- 
view. Two months later, the crew reas- 
sembled to shoot new sequences, 
including a wrenching scene in which 
the family is harassed by Chicago cops 
and a playful jungle montage featuring 
Jim, shirtless, flexing as he hacks away 
at the jungle. (O’Mara’s secret: the P90X 
exercise DVDs. “It’s the toughest work- 
out I’ve ever done in my life.”) It’s hard 
not to think the scenes were added 
to help attract a broader (read: female) 
audience. In fact, for all the attention 
given its elaborate visuals and those 
whiz-bang dinosaurs, Terra Nova is 
decidedly steeped in TV tradition. “It’s 
constructed not entirely unlike an old- 
time Western,” says Reilly. “From the 
get-go, it was contemplated as an old- 
school show, in hopes the whole family 
could enjoy it.” The classic elements of 
Spielberg’s four-quadrant appeal are 
everywhere too: the tightly knit family, 
a father-son rift, and some cutesy 
romantic interludes between Josh and 
a local teen (Allison Miller). That said, 
when Fox screened the pilot at Comic- 
Con in July, the biggest cheers were 
reserved for a scene in which a man 
becomes a carnosaur’s lunch. 

O’Mara is going to let producers 
worry about finding that Swiss Family 
Robinson-meets-Jurassic Park sweet 
spot—he’s got enough on his mind. 
“This ultimately will be a big, fat prime- 
time network series. And we have to do 
it with dinosaurs! That’s the thing: try- 
ing to make this believable,” he says. 
“Using my imagination in that way is 
a new experience for me. I have to pre- 
tend that there really are dinosaurs 
hovering, not just a piece of wood taped 
to a stick.” If he’s worried that he won’t 
look sufficiently scared, he can just 
think about waiting for the first epi- 
sode’s ratings. —Nicholas Fonseca

(played by 18-month-old twins Baylie 
and Rylie Cregut). “Somebody said it’s 
twisted,” says Leachman of Hope’s humor, 
which she affectionately refers to as “so 
stupid” repeatedly. “But I find the show 
has a true, honest sincerity, a realness 
that touches you. [It’s] as funny and 
cuckoo and twisted as it can be.” 
Despite its drawing an underwhelm- 
ing 6 million viewers in its first season, 
Fox awarded Hope a full-season order 
after just three episodes, making it the 
first new series of 2010-11 to get a pickup. 
And while most shows had to anxiously 
await May’s upfronts to learn their fate, 
Hope got its second-season green light 
in January, becoming the first live- 
action sitcom from Fox to survive its 
premiere season since the 
critically reviled ’Til Death 
did in 2007. With the recent 
Emmy nods for Plimpton 
and Leachman, the network 
is hoping Hope will attract a 
larger audience in season 2. 
“There’s a learning curve 
with comedies,” explains Fox 
Entertainment president 
Kevin Reilly, who thinks Hope 
could follow the trajectory of The Office, 
aseries he launched on NBC that gained 
major ratings steam after its first sea- 
son. “Sure, sometimes comedies don’t 
break out. Maybe it won’t happen until 
season 3? It’s about patience.” Here’s a 
good sign: Hope already has some fans 
in high places. “Helen Mirren loves 
Raising Hope,’ marvels Plimpton, who 
met the Oscar winner at the Palm 
Springs Film Festival in January. “She 
was like, ‘I love it! I love it!” Many people 
have told me they love the show, but she 
was the one that was most surprising.” 
While Hope is receiving ample time 
to grow, its journey from pitch to series 
couldn’t have been quicker. In one short 
meeting, creator Greg Garcia sold Reilly 
on the story of hard-up Jimmy Chance 
and his quirky clan. The weird plot 
twist? Jimmy ended up with baby Hope 
because her mother (a one-night stand) 
turned out to be a serial killer and was 
executed in the pilot. But really, says 
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“SOMEBODY SAID IT’S TWISTED.

Dillahunt—who plays Burt as a hen- 
pecked husband and doting gramps— 
the show is about the universality of 
parenthood. “In terms of raising a child, 
we're all just winging it,” he says. “We’re 
doing the best we can, messing up a lot, 
and Woo-hoo! They’re still alive at the 
end of the day!” 

The focus of season 2 will be on “ex- 
panding the universe,” says Neff. “We're 
going to Vegas!” Adds Shannon Wood- 
ward, who plays Jimmy’s love interest, 
grocery-store clerk Sabrina: “Yeah, every- 
body else goes to Hawaii; naturally we go 
to Vegas. I thought it was going to be 
Orlando, but they really stepped it up.” 
The Sin City episode will be filmed on 
location and centers on the wedding of 
guest star Amy Sedaris, who reprises 
her role as Cousin Delilah. Also ahead: 
Burt will be kidnapped; some “pretty 
massive secrets” about Sabrina will 
come to light, says Woodward; and You- 
Tube sensation Greyson Chance will 


play young Jimmy in three 
flashback episodes. Speaking 
of flashbacks, Garcia plans to 
use even more of the technique 
to offer up characters’ back- 
stories—especially Maw 
Maw’s. “We really enjoy having 
Maw Maw lucid in the flash- 
backs, so we want to do more 
of that,” says Garcia. “We found 
later in the season with her character 
that we don’t have to have her bats--- 
crazy. We can use Cloris in a better way.” 

The now-toddling twins who portray 
Hope, Baylie and Rylie, will eventually 
become bigger players too. In the style of 
Full House’s Mary-Kate and Ashley Olsen, 
the baby on the show is set to age natu- 
rally. “Part of the fun of having kids,” 
Garcia says, “is there are new challenges 
and new things as they get older.” Neff 
thinks that’s all the reason new viewers 
need to tune in to Hope's second season. 
“We have adorable babies,” he laughs, 
“and if we just showed 22 minutes of 
them sitting in a chair, it would be worth 
your time.” —Tanner Stransky

I’m certainly not going to be playing 
Oprah, but that’s the only thing you can 
think of when you’re thinking of daytime 
talk. Who is the queen of daytime talk? 
APPLEGATE Tyra! [Laughter]

He’s on the road with Louis C.K. He does 
a tight 10. 

RUDOLPH I was holding my newborn, Jack, 
the other day, and my oldest daughter, 
Pearl, started rubbing my stomach and 
said to the baby, “Say goodbye to your old 
home, Jack!”

APPLEGATE My baby is 6 months old, so she 
doesn’t talk. Right now she’s just really 
into [makes raspberry noise], right in your 
face.

ArnerT The other day, Archie was sitting 
on the floor, he had taken off his diaper 
and was claiming that he didn’t need a 
diaper, and then he peed on the deck.

Adds Pressly, “Some- 
times parenthood is the most amazing 
thing, and sometimes you want to crawl 
under the bed.” More daunting than 
parenting teenage girls? A high-profile 
time slot following Simon Cowell’s The 
X Factor. “There are some things that 
have been done to the pilot to make us 
all more confident,” says Pressly, refer- 
ring to reshoots that included making 
Annie’s musician ex, Matt (Eric Sheffer 
Stevens), less pathetic (he now opens 
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“THAT WAS LIKE running over 25 cats on 
the freeway.” + Oh, Simon Cowell, how 
we've missed you. In the year anda half 


since he’s been off our TV screens, the king of 
withering critiques has been replaced by American 
Idol’s lovey-dovey judging trio and The Voice’s 
happily bickering mentors. But with the Stateside 
debut of his British smash The X Factor, Cowell 
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is not only trotting out the 
tartness (see: above assess- 
ment of one pitch-challenged 
wannabe), he’s also reuniting 
with his former tablemate 
Paula Abdul, who left Jdol a 
year before Cowell called it 
quits in 2010. The judges on X 
Factor—a singing competition 
that features both solo and 
group acts and no upper age 
limit—each serve as mentor 
to a team of contestants. So, 
as with The Voice, Cowell and 
Abdul—along with Nicole 
Scherzinger (who stepped in 
for singer and U.K. X Factor 
judge Cheryl Cole partway 
through filming) and record 
mogul Antonio “L.A.” Reid— 
will be competing against one 
another as mentors. Which 
means the pair who loved to 
hate each other for eight sea- 
sons will have even more to 
fight about. In an exclusive 
joint interview, the duo 
talk to EW about their 
unique TV relationship. 
How much were you two in 
touch with each other after 
Paula left Idol in 2009? 
PAULA ABDUL Starting from 
the next day. He called me and 
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said, “I can’t believe you quit.” 
SIMON COWELL I didn’t think 
she was going to quit. 

ABDUL Chemistry like this 
comes along once in a lifetime. 
It’s authentic, it’s transpar- 
ent, and we live it out on live 
television. Simon from the 
get-go started talking about 
bringing The X Factor to 
America and wanted to have 
me be involved. There were 
lots of stops and starts, but 
he stayed in touch with me. 
So why was it a last-minute 
drama for you to sign on? 

ABDUL People made such a 
big stink about “Oh, your 
contract was done at the very 
last second.” But I was under 
contract with CBS [which 
aired Abdul’s Live to Dance]. 
And that’s the truth. 

Your first X Factor ad emphasized 
a meaner tone, in contrast to new 
Idol judges Steven Tyler and 
Jennifer Lopez, who seem to love 
everyone. Is that indicative of what 
your show is going to be like? 
COWELL It was not mean. It’s 
raw. I wanted to show that we 
had retained our sense of 
humor. When I saw the first 
Idol promo, it was “It’s a new 
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dawn; no one’s going to be 
mean anymore.” I was watch- 
ing it like, “Yeah, thanks. You 
didn’t say that nine years ago.” 
ABDUL I was always vehe- 
mently [criticized] for being 
nurturing and nice. Then I 
leave and it’s cool to be nice. 
The X Factor debuted in the U.K. 
years before the original Dutch 
version of The Voice, But because 
The Voice has already aired here, 
many American viewers are going 
to think you guys are ripping it off. 

You can drive yourself 
mad over the comparisons. 

I knew there’d be elements in 
Idol that came from X Factor. 
I knew what The Voice was 
doing. But genuinely, none of 
it bothered me. 

But between The X Factor, Idol, 
The Voice, The Sing-Off, and 
America’s Got Talent, are you 
worried that we're reaching 
talent-competition overkill? 

There’ll be casualties, 
sure. Absolutely. I don’t look at 
the show as a format anymore. 
I try to shoot it as reality—and 
you'll see me having a melt- 
down of meltdowns. But I 
wasn’t afraid to go, “This is a 
complete and utter sham- 
bles.” I’m happy to show it. 
ABDUL You have to be bold. 
And real. That’s the big differ- 
ence with this show. 

I was in the audience on the first 
day of auditions, when Cheryl Cole 
was on the judges’ panel. It 
seemed to me like she was doing 
just fine. So what happened? 

I made a decision that 
she would have been more 
comfortable working on the 
U.K. show than the American 
show. Never said a negative 
thing about how she was on 
the show. It wasn’t going to 
be public; [her return to the 
U.K. show] was going to bea 


surprise. Initially she accepted 
it. We had done the deal, even 
to the point of giving her my 
[former] dressing room. Then 
it all got leaked, and it all got 
unpleasant. I was dealing with 
her management, and I didn’t 
hear from her. We gave her a 
time period, and when she 
didn’t call, we had to cut it. 

So will she appear on the show at 
first, and then disappear with no 
explanation? 

Yeah. I can’t hide it. 
The one thing you’ve got that 
The Voice doesn’t is that vocal 
groups can compete. How are 
your group acts? 

ABDUL It’s a difficult category 
because there’s a lot of work 
to do in one act. 

If you'd have asked me 
six weeks ago, I would have 
said a disaster. But something 
happened and we were very 
proactive toward the end, 
which you're going to like. 

Did you take members from 
one group and move them into 
a different group? 

You'll have to wait 
and see. Maybe. 

How will you know if you’ve 
succeeded with X Factor? 

ABDUL You can’t fixate on an 
outcome. People say, “Are 
you looking for a number of 
20 million [viewers]?” I don’t 
think of a number! 

I know you do, Simon. 

It’s very simple: 
more than anyone else. That’s 
the aim.

IN THE OPENING 
sequence of the 
Prime Suspect pilot, 
Maria Bello, playing New 
York City cop Jane Timoney, 
attempts to jog around the 
Central Park reservoir only to 
wind up a coughing, loogie- 
expelling mess. Great acting? 
Not exactly. The scene was 
shot on the actress’ 44th 
birthday. Bello celebrated the 
event with pizza, a hot dog, 
some chocolate cake, and 
“about 500 cigarettes,” after 
director Peter Berg (Friday 
Night Lights) told her that she 
would only be required to jog 
the distance of a block. “I ran 
the entire reservoir before 
they called ‘Cut!’” says Bello. 
“T was about to smash him in 
the face when I saw him.” 
Bad habits. Good work ethic. 
The threat, even in jest, of 
physical violence against a 
larger, male-ier person. It 
isn’t hard to see why Bello 
was the first choice to play 
Jane, a straight-talking homi- 
cide detective who must deal 
with hostility from both perps 
and her XY-chromosome- 
possessing colleagues 
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while simultaneously trying to have a 
romantic life (and quit smoking). “She 
has no filter,” says Bello of her charac- 
ter. “She isn’t trying to get acclaim— 
she is just trying to win.” 

Prime Suspect is a reworking of the 
much-loved, Emmy-lauded, Helen 
Mirren-starring British TV show whose 
first miniseries-length tale was broad- 
cast here by PBS way back in 1992. The 
good news for fans of the original is that 
this adaptation is being shepherded by 
one of their own, executive producer and 
pilot writer Alexandra Cunningham. 
Cunningham spent six seasons working 
on Desperate Housewives, but prior to 
that she was a writer on NYPD Blue, and 
she is a huge fan of the original Prime 
Suspect. “I saw it on TV, then I 
saw it on VHS, then I saw it on 
DVD, then I saw it on the collected 
DVDs,” she says. “I thought, 
Either no one will ever [remake] it, 
or maybe at some point I'll get a 
chance to put my hat in the ring.” 

Cunningham almost didn’t get 
that chance. In September 2009, 
NBC announced that it had 
bought the Prime Suspect format 
and that the network had placed 
the adaptation in the hands of 
Without a Trace creator Hank Steinberg. 
Steinberg approached Bello about play- 
ing the lead, but the actress declined the 
offer so she could focus on her charity 
work in earthquake-stricken Haiti. 
Around a year ago NBC recruited Cun- 
ningham to get Prime Suspect back on 
track. She joined forces with Berg—who 
had overseen both the movie version of 
Friday Night Lights and the subsequent 
TV show—and his producing partner, 
Sarah Aubrey. Then, after Cunningham 
wrote a new pilot script, the trio reap- 
proached Bello. Of course, this time the 
actress said...no, again. The former ER 
star, who has a 10-year-old son, explains 
she was concerned about returning to 
the grueling work schedule of a weekly 
TV show. “Then Peter and Sarah sat 
me down and said, ‘We don’t work like 
that,” recalls the actress. “They said, 
‘Call [Friday Night Lights star] Kyle 
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Brian F. O'Byrne,

Chandler’ I did, and he said [working on 
the show] was the most creative experi- 
ence of his life and he was home with his 
family for dinner many nights.” The 
production team also acquiesced to 
Bello’s request that the show be 
shot mostly in L.A. “I wouldn’t move to 
New York with my kid, because his 
dad [Eagle Eye coscreenwriter Dan 
McDermott] lives here as well,” she 
says. “I had to be in L.A.” 

With Bello on board, Cunningham set 
about larding the cast with familiar faces 
such as Legends of the Fall star Aidan 
Quinn, Peter Gerety (Homicide, The 
Wire), Kirk Acevedo (Oz, Fringe), and 
Brian F. O’Byrne (Brotherhood, Mildred 
Pierce). Quinn plays Jane’s boss and, like 
Bello, is thrilled by the show’s brisk 
shooting pace. “When you’ve done as 
much work as both of us have, you like to 
just roll,” he says. “Turn the friggin’ 


camera on and let’s go!” One 
face viewers won't be seeing is 
British thespian Toby Ste- 
phens (Die Another Day), who 
played Jane’s boyfriend in the 
original version of the pilot but 
was subsequently replaced by 
The Shield’s Kenny Johnson. 
“That was certainly not 
Toby’s fault,” says Berg. “That 
was on us. He was probably 
just a bit too English, in the 
sense that we couldn’t figure out what 
these two characters had in common.” 

Other tweaks involved making 
Suspect—which will face off against CBS’ 
hit The Mentalist—more of an American- 
style procedural. Whereas Mirren’s 
Tennison took an entire miniseries to 
solve a crime, Bello’s Jane will wrap up 
her cases in a single episode. Then there 
is the small matter of the jaunty hat Bello 
wears on the show, which, oddly, angered 
many journalists at the recent Television 
Critics Association press tour. “It really 
made me laugh,” snorts Bello, who fielded 
several questions about the “distracting” 
hat at TCA. “So many iconic detectives 
had some sort of a hat. But suddenly J 
have one and it’s, like, a controversy! 
I mean, it’s not in every scene. She’s not 
f---ing with a hat on. To be honest, I 
could give a s---.” Boys, consider your- 
selves warned.

“We love the ambition of this project,” 
says ABC Entertainment president Paul 
Lee. “We're in a world where people have 
huge TV screens. Pan Am transports you 
to a world that is delicious.” Given the 
’60s setting, critics have suggested that 
this show, and NBC’s period offering The 
Playboy Club, are broadcast networks’ 
answer to Mad Men. The Pan Am team 
says such comparisons are weak. “Is The 
Good Wife comparable to House because 
they take place in this decade?” asks cre- 
ator Jack Orman. “I don’t think so.” Adds 
Ricci, “The only thing similar is the time 
period, and the fact that both shows are 
shot in very cinematic ways.” 

For one thing, unlike Mad Men, Pan Am 
is based on one woman’s actual 
experiences. From 1968 to ’75, 
exec producer Nancy Hult 
Ganis worked as a stewardess 
for the airline, and some of the 
show’s key story lines—includ- 
ing the Pan Am flight team’s 
rescue of Cubans in a stealth 
mission—are taken from real 
life. While Ganis first toyed 
with making a film about her 
adventures, she eventually decided that 
TV would be the best place for her 
stories. “I called about eight of my former 
Pan Am stewardesses,” says Ganis, “and I 
said, ‘Let’s all get together and have a 
little retreat and I'll bring a camera crew.’ 
We took it to Sony and they said, ‘Let’s do 
this.’” Eventually, Orman (ER) was 
brought on to craft the script, and 
Thomas Schlamme (The West Wing) 
signed on to exec-produce and to direct 
the pilot. “Shortly after we sold the pilot, 
Nancy arranged for me to meet 20 Pan 
Am stewardesses of that era,” says 
Orman. “After about 20 minutes, they 
loosened up and started telling stories.” 

From that research, Pan Am’s central 
premise was born: Laura Cameron 
(Margot Robbie) runs out on her fiancé 
the day of her wedding and enrolls as a 
Pan Am stewardess like her sister, Kate 
(Kelli Garner). Meanwhile, Kate’s been 
tasked by the government to assist with 
espionage—primarily because Pan Am 
was responsible for flying many of the 
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Robbie and Michael 
Mosley; Cinset) exec 
producer Ganis

world’s power players. Also on board 
with the Cameron girls are Maggie 
(Ricci) and French-born Colette (Karine 
Vanasse). Flying these ladies all over the 
world are the arrogant Dean (Mike 
Vogel, who replaced Jonah Lotan from 
the pilot) and Ted (Michael Mosley). 
While the idea of spying stewardesses 
seems a bit far-fetched, Ganis stresses 
that the idea is historically accurate. So 
did she do any espionage in between dol- 
ing out pillows and cocktails? “I will 
never tell! But ifyou think about it, it was 
the Cold War, and Pan Am was the only 
global airline,” she says. “In fact, we were 
given the status of second lieutenant of 
the United States Air Force in case we 
were captured anywhere, so we’d be 
protected by the Geneva Convention.” 

It was the richness of the material 
that drew Ricci, best known for edgy 
films like 1997’s The Ice Storm, to this 
ensemble drama. “I wanted to do televi- 
sion for a really long time,” says Ricci, 
who enjoyed doing guest ares on series 


like Grey’s Anatomy. “I liked the pace. I 
also really like watching TV. I’m 
obsessed with House. I like CSI. I love 
Criminal Minds. We'd been looking for 
years for something right, and then this 
came along, and the concept was just 
something so different.” 

Future plotlines will lean heavily on 
the political turmoil happening in 1963. 
“Tt’s still Camelot,” explains Orman. 
“But the pot was about to boil over, and 
the country and the world are about to 
shift and change dramatically.” One 
flash point, of course, was the assassina- 
tion of JFK, which Orman says the show 
will address this season. Viewers can 
expect the ladies to take a trip to Jakarta 
in the second episode, as well as the pos- 
sibility of romance between Laura and 
Ted. (One thing they won’t see the main 
cast doing: smoking cigarettes. The 
Disney-owned network nixed the nico- 
tine.) But more than anything, produc- 
ers hope that each week viewers feel like 
they’ve taken a first-class international 
trip—all without leaving their couch. “If 
we’re successful,” says Orman, “there 
will be a lot of people starting to demand 
better air travel.” —Tim Stack

CAN YOU IMAGINE a world where the men of Boardwalk 

Empire didn’t exist? The show’s women would push back 

their embroidered sleeves, hike those skirts way up past 
their ankles, and take over. Margaret (Kelly Macdonald) would run 
Atlantic City. Gillian (Gretchen Mol) would be a distaff Al Capone, 
while Angela (Aleksa Palladino) could play Picasso, And Lucy (Paz 
de la Huerta) would walk around naked—though, to be fair, she’d 
probably do that anyway. But then, the real drama behind HBO’s 
Emmy-nominated Prohibition epic—the struggle between mothers 
and sons, between men and “kept women,” between political cro- 
nies and blood relations—would disappear like so much bathtub 
gin. Fact is, Boardwalk’s women make the men more compelling. 
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“There's that old saying 
that behind every powerful 
man is a woman,” says 
Palladino. “Well, these men 
are powerful out in the world, 
but the really interesting 
thing is, who are they with 
their families at home?” 

That question anchors 
much of the series’ second 
season, which picks up on 
Valentine’s Day in 1921. As 
Nucky’s (Steve Buscemi) 
closest allies conspire 
against him, the ladies are 
taking a more active role in 
gentlemanly affairs. A new

female prosecutor, Esther 
Randolph (Julianne Nichol- 
son)—who’s based on Mabel 
Walker Willebrandt, the 
real-life assistant attorney 
general in 1921—gets busy 
hunting down bootleggers. 
Margaret and her children 
have moved in with Nucky, 
whose bad behavior might 
be rubbing off on her son, 
Teddy. Yet she’s still warm- 
ing to her role as Nucky’s 
partner in crime. Lucy, 
who announced last season 
that she’s pregnant, now 
has blackmail power over 
Agent Van Alden (Michael 
Shannon), though in her 
condition, she may feel too 
vulnerable to use it. Angela 


is getting to know Jimmy’s 
(Michael Pitt) inner circle 
better, and Jimmy’s mom, 
Gillian, is pushing her son 
even harder to overthrow 


Nucky. “Gillian would love 
to see Jimmy take Atlantic 
City,” says Mol, laughing. 
“She could be queen and he 
could be the prince!” 

That blood loyalty could 
put these ladies in danger. 
“How far would you go to 
protect your family?” asks 
the show’s creator and exec 
producer Terence Winter. 
“That’s the big theme.” 

As the New Woman era 
gives way to the age of the 
party-girl flapper, no one’s 
quite so innocent anymore. 
Delving into these charac- 
ters’ hardscrabble pasts— 
Margaret’s reasons for leaving 
Ireland will be revealed, as 
will the origin of Gillian’s 
strange relationship with 
Jimmy and Angela— 
Boardwalk will show how the 
women became such ruthless 
defenders of the gangsters 
they hold dear. “Margaret 
will fight for the people she 
loves,” says Macdonald. 
“She’ll be dishonest for the 
people she loves. She'll do 
what she has to do to survive.”

The first job Jonah Hill ever wanted was 
to write for The Simpsons. “Usually a kid 
wants to be a fireman, not a staff writer 
on a prime-time animated series,” he 
laughs. Perhaps that precociousness 
explains how Hill wound up co-creating 
Allen Gregory, a show about a prepubes- 
cent intellectual Hill describes as “a 
7-year-old Truman Capote.” Raised in 
the lap of luxury, Allen Gregory De 
Longpre is forced to attend public school 
after one of his two dads makes bad 
investments. Hill, who also voices Allen, 
sums up the show’s fish-out-of-water 
premise: “The first day of school he sits 
down at lunch with his Louis Vuitton 
picnic basket, pulls out some sushi and 

a bottle of pinot grigio, and asks the kids 
if they caught Charlie Rose.” OcT.30 


Desperate Housewives 
Returning Drama 9-10 p.m., ABC 
The minds behind ABC’s long-running 
hit got lucky that their final mystery 
winks at the series’ roots. “Because our 
story line harks back to the Mary 

Alice mystery of season 1, it seems like 
we were geniuses in planning a perfect 
bookend,” admits exec producer Bob 
Daily. In fact, the writers were unaware 
that season 8 would be the last 

when the mystery—which finds the 
ladies covering up Carlos’ (Ricardo 
Antonio Chavira) murder of 
Gaby’s (Eva Longoria) abusive 
stepfather—was planned. Says 
Longoria, “It’s nice when the 
story lines can make us all get 
back together.” Of what will 
transpire during Desperate’s final 
days, Daily hints: “There have 
been finales that have taken radi- 
cal approaches and have alienated 
fans, and we don't want to do that. 
We are not messing with the DNA 
of the show at all.” SEPT. 25 


Dexter 

Returning Drama 9-10 p.m., Showtime 
A year has passed since Lumen (Julia 
Stiles) left Dexter (Michael C. Hall) hold- 
ing the metaphorical bag of body parts. 
How’s he doing now? “Last season 
Dexter went down a very dark path, and 
we're trying to find our way back to the 
Dexter we knew in season 1 but also 
absorb what we learned along the way,” 
notes exec producer Scott Buck. In 
season 6 the revitalized serial killer, 
who's on a “spiritual search,” will cross 
paths with a religion professor (Edward 
James Olmos) and an artifacts 
expert (Colin Hanks) who are linked 
to aseries of horrific murders. “From 
the moment Olmos enters the screen, 
we know that this person is going to 
have a very significant presence on 
Dexter,” says Buck, “particularly with 
where his head is at this year.” OCT.2 


Family Guy 
Returning Comedy 9-9:30 p.m., Fox 
Meta-twist alert: In Family Guy’s 10th 
season, Stewie and Brian will time- 
travel to the show’s 1999 pilot episode. 
“We couldn’t believe how bad the show 
looked,” says exec producer Steve 
Callaghan. “We have a lot of fun at our 
own expense.” This season also includes 
guest appearances by Ricky Gervais (as 
a dolphin), Cate Blanchett (as an evil-kid 
love interest for Stewie), and Ryan Reyn- 
olds (as Ryan Reynolds). The Family Guy 
segment of the “hurricane” trilogy will 
feature a sequence in which Brian has a 
bad psychedelic trip. Steve, we'll ask you 
the same question we asked the Cleve- 
land Show guy: Which MacFarlane 
protagonist would win in a fight? 
“Peter could just sit on any- 
body,” claims Callaghan.

Exec producer Mike Barker brazenly 
describes the season 7 premiere as 
“the world’s first-ever hip-hopera,” 
which sees Cee Lo Green playing a 
diabolical hot tub intent on persuading 
Stan to live a bachelor’s life. (Asa 
Taccone—co-writer of “D--- ina 
Box”—wrote five original tunes for 
Cee Lo.) More celebrity shenanigans 
occur in a November episode. “Stan 
uses CIA technology to control a sexy 
young female avatar named Phyllis, 
voiced by Sarah Michelle Gellar,” 
explains Barker. Now, Mike, you get 
the last word: Which MacFarlane pro- 
tagonist would win in a fistfight? “Peter 
would probably start laughing. Cleve- 
land would probably start crying.

CSI: Miami 

Returning Drama 10-11 p.m., CBS 
Season 9 ended with Lieut. Horatio 
Caine (David Caruso) bleeding on the 
pier while Agent Natalia Boa Vista 
(Eva La Rue) sank into the ocean, 
locked inside a car. What now? “[It’s] a 
race against the clock to bring down 
escaped serial killer Jack Toller,” says 
exec producer Barry O’Brien, who 
promises “a shocking conclusion” to 
the premiere. Horatio will get support 
from Agent Renee Locklear (Natasha 
Henstridge) while the team faces off 
against a wealthy Miami patriarch 
(Carlos Bernard) and his family. “With 
power often comes corruption,” says 
O’Brien, “and this family just may be 
as corrupt as they come.”

Hell on Wheels 

New Drama 10-11 p.m., AMC 

It’s not a Western; it’s more of a Mid- 
western. The post-Civil War drama 
may star an iconic gunslinger (Anson 
Mount) out for revenge, but the show is 
set in a grimy industrial railroad work 
camp in Nebraska and features an 
international melting pot of supporting 
characters. “We wanted the hallmarks 
of a Western, then we wanted to get 
underneath that and make the charac- 
ters not so simple,” says exec producer 
Joe Gayton, who points to films like 
Unforgiven as inspiration.

“Great question,” teases exec producer 
Howard Gordon (24), who recognizes 
the show’s potential for controversy.

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EMEMBER WHEN the CIA was 
badass? When it was known for 
doing ruthless things—and for 
doing them so well that even 
those who questioned the agency’s 
morality never doubted its lethal 
cunning? These days, that kind 
of killer-spy reputation—at least, 
in the popular culture—tends to be associated more with 
the Mossad, the Israeli intelligence agency. It’s not simply 
that Mossad agents are thought of as being the most super- 
elite of operators. It’s that they possess an image of skill 
that springs, in part, from their unsurpassable conviction. 
Steven Spielberg’s great, wrenching Munich tapped deep 
into the mythology of how Mossad agents root their

do-or-die ways in a kind of “never again” 
absolutism, and the tricky-gimmicky, mostly 
diverting new thriller The Debt is basically an 
entertaining riff on Munich. It’s about a (fic- 
tional) operation of top secret Israeli revenge, 
carried out by three highly trained agents 
whose plan goes off the rails in ways that are 
more fascinating than the mission itself. 

The movie, a remake of a 2007 Israeli 
thriller called Ha-Hov (The Debt), toggles 
between two eras in a busy, satisfying way. It 
starts off in 1997 as the tale of three battle- 
scarred heroes of the Mossad, all in their late 
50s: Rachel (Helen Mirren), edgy and vener- 
able, with a telltale knife mark on her cheek; 
her ex-husband, Stephan (Tom Wilkinson), 

a crusty customer confined to a wheelchair 
after an encounter with a car bomb; and 
David (Ciaran Hinds), who wears his life of 
disappointment on his gaunt, troubled face. 
These three share mysteries, secrets, and lies. 
But before the film gets lost in their downbeat 
haze, it lurches back to the past. In 1965, the 
three, now played by Jessica Chastain, Marton 
Csokas, and Sam Worthington, are assigned 
as young agents to East Berlin, where Dieter 
Vogel (Jesper Christensen), a former Nazi 
doctor who committed hundreds of atrocities, 
is hiding in plain sight, living under a fake 
identity as a genteel gynecologist. Their 
mission is to apprehend him and bring him 
to Israel to stand trial for war crimes. 

To nab this scoundrel, Rachel poses as one 
of Vogel’s patients, winning his trust ina 
couple of queasy moments as she sits in the 
stirrups. Chastain, in a turn that couldn’t be 
more different from her brazen, luscious per- 
formance in The Help, does much to humanize 
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these spy games; she’s like a wary, neurotic 
Julia Roberts. The scene in which Rachel 
wraps her legs around Vogel to jab him with 
a sedative as her partners come barreling 
through the streets in an ambulance to take 
him away is a terrific piece of existential 
pulse pounding. Director John Madden 
(Shakespeare in Love) doesn’t stage the events 
like something out of a seamless action 
thriller—he creates suspense with the rough 
edge of reality. For the agents, though, the 
real trick isn’t nabbing Vogel; it’s sneaking 
him out of the country amid the hushed 
height of Cold War paranoia. There’s a 
heart-in-the-throat sequence in which they 
hide out at an abandoned but meticulously 
patrolled East Berlin train station, trying 

to spirit him away. It’s at that moment that 
everything goes awry. 

Held prisoner, the old Nazi indulges in 
some rather intense anti-Semitic mind 
games, which Christensen enacts with 
creepy conviction. Confronted in the flesh 
with this monster, the three agents end up 
perpetrating a deception that lasts for 
decades. But the way that it wears and tears 
on them, as the years go on, isn’t nearly 
as compelling as the more present-tense, 
procedural parts of the movie. Yet Mirren 
and Wilkinson, even if they never seem 
brusque enough to be ultracombative 
Israelis, do lend these sections a touch of 
emotional heft. In its booby-trapped way, 
The Debt poses an arresting question: In 
a place that’s as haunted by history as Israel 
is, can a lie ever really serve to prop up 
a larger truth? The movie demonstrates, 
compellingly, why the answer is no. B+

Roger Ebert 
MEMOIR 


OGER EBERT IS not the President 
of the United States. He has never 
starred in an Oscar-winning drama 
or played guitar for the Rolling 
Stones. He’s not a junkie, never 
went to prison, never fought ina 
war. Instead, Ebert has spent his 
life sitting in dark rooms watching 
movies, then sitting in less-dark rooms writing about them. 
Who would want to read 500 pages about that? 

But Ebert’s autobiography turns out to be a great read— 
thoughtful, entertaining, and emotional. The book is a casual 
ramble through his life, something akin to the long walks 
through London and other cities that he describes in some of 
its loveliest passages. He proves to be an excellent tour 
guide as he ambles through his working-class Illinois child- 
hood, his early days in the hard-boiled newspaper world, his 
wild collaborations with director Russ Meyer, and his often 
contentious partnership with Gene Siskel. 


Parts of the book might seem familiar to anyone who's read 
Ebert's blog or his essential 2006 collection, Awake in the 
Dark, which may account for the haphazard structure and 
abrupt tonal shifts. But his warm voice holds it all together. 
Ebert comes across as smart, bighearted, and eccentric as he 
shares random recollections (his favorite fast-food chain) 
and relays well-honed anecdotes (the time he trashed Three 
Amigos! on Carson..while sitting next to Chevy Chase). His 
encounters with Lee Marvin and Robert Mitchum are 
absolute classics of the celeb-profile genre. 

Ebert writes with unflinching candor about difficult 
subjects, including the cancer that has left him profoundly 
disfigured and unable to eat or speak. But this is not a 
depressing book. In the end, writing is what gives Ebert pur- 
pose, and Life Itself is at its best when he’s reliving the people 
and things that have brought him joy. In some ways, his 
memories have, as the title suggests, actually become his life. 
Ebert seems okay with that. “I will look the way I look,” he 
says, “and express myself in print, and I will be content.” .

The Art of 
Fielding 
Chad Harbach 
NOVEL 


The Art of Fielding is a story of 
failure: one epic choke and a host of 
smaller disappointments that weigh 
on the five lives at the center of 
Chad Harbach’s ambitious debut 
novel. Henry Skrimshander—the 
gawky, blank-faced star of Westish 
College's overachieving baseball 
squad—is a flawless shortstop, the 
definition of defensive perfection. 
He’s headed for greatness, or at 
least a major-league contract; big- 
time scouts and agents are starting 
to hover. But then...something 
happens. Henry’s brain betrays him. 
He loses confidence, botching even 
the most routine throws. He has no 
idea why, and nothing seems to 
help. Over the course of 500 pages, 
Harbach spins this simple premise 
into a wide-ranging book about 
desire and loss, friendship and lone- 
liness. It’s about baseball, of course, 
but also campus life, dishwashing, 
and Moby-Dick (you'll find yourself 
reaching for a copy to brush up on 
the famous “Lee Shore” chapter). 
Most of Harbach’s characters 
are desperately chasing something. 
Henry’s mentor, Mike Schwartz, 
covets a national championship 


and a law career. Westish president 
Guert Affenlight is infatuated with 
Henry’s brilliant roommate, Owen 
Dunne. Affenlight’s daughter, 
Pella, longs for a fresh start after a 
bad marriage. Their struggles get 
tangled up in and amplified by 
Henry’s collapse and make for a 
rich, engrossing story. It’s a 
shame, then, that the characters 
themselves feel underdrawn—flat 
and inscrutable rather than tangi- 
ble and alive. But despite that one 
big weakness, Fielding mostly 
works. Harbach has a talent for 
atmosphere, pulling you into his 
vivid portrait of campus angst. 
And his themes are powerful and 
universal: Everyone grapples with 
crises of confidence and a terror 
of failure. Harbach might not dig 
deep enough into his characters’ 
heads, but he knows how to get 
into a reader's, B+
